The ſame maner of fozeſhewyng 
tx darke and double riddles our pꝛognoſti 
catours, as if were recetued ofthe heathe⸗ 
nyſhe pꝛophets do obſerue and keepe vnto 
this dap foznot only Noſtrodamus telleth 
thpngs dar kly and doubt fullp, but diuers 
othcrs:yea manp of our countreymen,as - 
Eunpngbam, a man otherwiſe botheler- - 
ned and honef, Þpll, Lon, Uaghan ,and- 
not longe ago Aſkham, with ſire hund2ed 


J moꝛe of that ſoꝛt, among whiche, the afo:s 


named, mape chalenge the chiefe place, 
not that they pꝛophecie truer then other, 
but that they haue moze exactely (as they 
ſapthem ſelues) fozmed their calculatios 
to the courſe of the ſtarres.

Veaus which was gentpl 
and amtable, euen amonge the flarres is 
laid to kepe pſeme nature ſtill.

numbꝛe ok gods, is alſo bnſt able : incon⸗ 
ſtant, applying bimſelfcoenerpcompany, 
foꝛ with the good, he is alſo good, and with 
the euill, agteable in qualitte with theim.
